The question im- 
mediately arose to our mind, why can’t we have at least 
one block of new cement sidewalk in Wainwright this 
year, and each year thereafter until the whole town is 
laid out with something substantial to walk on. 


Think of it—eight miles. On the basis of 500 foot blocks, 
whieh most of ours in Wainwright are, this works out to 
approximately 84 blocks of sidewalk to be laid in one 
year. 


Now by no means do we advocate the Town of Wain- 
’ wright going out on a limb to the extent of trying to ac- 
complish the cementing of 85 blocks of sidewalk in one 
year. But if'a start were made this year, or even next 
spring after the budget, to lay say two or three blocks of 
cement sidewalk it would only be a matter of ten years 
or so and the whole town would be adequately served 
with something substantial to walk on beside the dust 
and dirt that we now have. 


In Wainwright there is ever present a common com- 
‘plaint in walking. Hither it is muddy in the spring, dusty 
in the summer or snowy in the winter. One of three things. 
Why?—Because there is no sidewalks. As for financing 
the building of say three blocks of sidewalk a year it 
could either be done out of current revenue or the better 
way, financed through frontage taxes. We say better to 
the latter because it is the householder which receives 
most benefit from such sidewalks. Therefore, if the new- 
ly constructed sidewalk passes the householders door he 
' should pay his share in having said sidewalk laid. It 

would seem unfair to impose a general levy for sidewalks 
and tax the man who lives on the east side of town if in 
that year the sidewalk was to be laid on the west side of 
main street. Either system of paying for such public ser- 
vices, for that is what sidewalks are, has its merits and 
demerits. It is up to the council to consider which is in 
the best interest of the citizens. The important thing, and 
we say this without fear of contradiction, Wainwright is 
sadly lacking in sidewalk facilities. The sooner the start 
is made in providing these, the sooner we will all be able 
to boast of a town which we enjoy living in. Is this not 
correct? '

Now, however, with the wheat 
pact a thing of the past, what wheat 


‘will fetch, say in 1952, is a matter 


of pure speculation. Certain to be 
a factor in future price levels, is 
just how successful Argentine, 
which has taken advantage of cur- 
rent high prices on the open mar- 
ket, will be in disposing of her 
wheat harvest. 

‘Other producing countries also 
will have an important voice in 
future prices. These include United 
States, Australia and: Russia. It is 
significant to mote that both Russia 


.and the Argentine, had declined to 


participate in the wheat agreement 

In fact it seemed in government 
quarters last week that Ganada had 
been one of the few nations really 
serious about the Wheat agreement. 
Indeed, the United States Congress 
had adjourned in mid-June, with- 
out ratifying it and. Australia was 
reported sas looking to this Amer- 
ican move as a signal for her to 
withdraw as well.

Manitoba Students Get 
Five Choices . 


High school cholars in Mnitoba 
next fall Will embark on a revital- 
ized curriculum—just released— 
which provincial department of 
education officials say embodies the 
most radical changes made by any 
province in Canada. ‘ 

Effective at the start of the next 
school year for Grade X, the new 
program allows a choice of one of 
five distinct courses. At present 
students are only allowed to take 
only one “general” course with ad- 
dition of some “optional” subjects. 

Under the new plan, students will 
choose one of the five courses be- 
fore entering Grade X. The courses 
are: general, commercial, home 
economics, agriculture, and indus- 
trial. The general course leads to 
university, 

However, all courses have four 
basic subjects: English, mathemat- 
ics, science and social studies. 

The new set-up is based on a four 
year program for average students 
This can be cit to three years by 
good students. 

The two objects of the change, ac- 
cording to Dr. R. O. MacFarlane, 
deputy minister of education, are: 

1. To inerease the “holding 
power” of high schools and prevent 
students from leaving school be- 
cause’ of lack of interest. 

2. To use technical subjects as a 
means for general education. 

Aptitude tests now are being con- 
ducted with students who are en- 
tering Grade X this fall to aid them 
in their choice of courses.

Chemical Sprays 


Prevent 
Grain 


New Orleans--By slowing down 
the breathing of seéds, United Stat- 
es government scientists have found 
clues to saving millions of dollars a 
year is losses of stored grains. 

Chemical sprays have nearly eli- 
minated the deterioration process 
in the laboratory and in some ex- 
periments made on a commercial 
scale. 

Heat produced by breathing 
causes most of the, loss.. The chemi- 
cals prevent the heat by slowing 
down or stopping the breathing. 
They do this by action on enzymes, 
organic substances in all living 
matter, which affect vital processes. 
_ In tests-on cotton seed and rice, 
a single spraying has been as ef- 


fective as many repetitions of the- 


mechanical cooling methods in gen- 
eral use. 

Directing the work is Dr. Aaron 
Altschul of the United States agri- 
culture department’s southern re- 
gional research laboratory here. He 
says it will be a year or two before 
results are definite enough for 
general application—‘but. indica- 
tions are very favorable, and we're 
getting closer.” 

Although cottonseed, rice and flax 
have been particular objects of 
study, Dr. Altschul expects to fina 
sprays effective on cereal grains 
such as wheat, and seeds in general 

The problem of storing grains is 
an acute one, particularly in the 
southeastern area of the United 
States where average temperature 
and humidity are both relatively 
high. Dr. Altschul estimates 20 to 
‘50 per cent of stored cottonseed 
may be subject to loss in some plac- 
es. 
Dr. Altschul explains that seeds 
“respire” or breathe much as hu- 
man beings dp, taking in oxygen 
and giving off carbon dioxide and 
water. 

When quantities of seeds are pil- 
ed in storage, the breathing creates 
a warm, moist atmosphere “like a 
room full of people.” 

The heat breaks up the chemical 
composition of the seed. For in- 
Stance, fatty acids might be ‘pro- 
duced in cottonseed, making the 
seed useless for food oil and fit 
only for soap. The heat might even 
parch the grain. Rice becomes dis- 
colored, kernels split, taste is af- 
fected. 

Mechanical methods are used in 
many places to keep seeds dry and 


cool air is drawn through cotton- . 


seed by fans. Rice is exposed to‘air 
by being moved from one place to 
another. 

But in warm, moist climates 
these processes must be repeated 
throughout the period of storage. 
And often, seeds or grains in trans- 
it will be ‘stored where mechanical 
drying is not feasible. 

Government scientists already 
have tested some 300 chemicals, and 
about 45 have shown some effect- 
iveness. Dr. Altschul says at least 
200 more will be tried. 

Effective drugs have been of sev- 
eral types, including simple esters 


or combinations of alcohol and .

The Flowe imecoiter 

In a previous I referred to 
our first breath taking view of the 
English countryside in spring. » 

“England at this time is like one 
vast flower garden for be it ever 
so humble, there is no place with- 

its flower garden, and just now 
‘they are a glorious sight. - 

While most homes have a vege- 
table garden, the flower plots are 
not forgotten. I do not believe that 
they are kept up in a spirit of 
“keeping up with the Jones,” but 
on account of the English love of 
beautiful things. 

Most houses have a flower garden 
in front, but in cities and other 
places where the houses have been 
built on the edge of the sidewalks 
the flower gardens are at the’ rear. 

Early builders seemed to have 
had a passion for driveways 
through a building to a courtyard 
in. the rear, in the manner of the 
early inns. Usually these openings 
reveal a glorious vista of flowers 
in the courtyard. 

At the middle of May the flowers 
in England are just at their best. 
The tulips are almost over but there 
Are now masses of Brompton stocks 
mostly white and blue narcissus, 
daffodils, wall flowers, auriculas, 
aubretia, cowslips, lilies of the val- 
‘ley, candy-tuft, columbine, ecupins 
and many others. In the larger 
shrubs there are rhodadendrums, 
hawthorn, or May, azaleas, broom, 
roses, etc., while the trees in flow- 
er include Judas tree, Cabrunum, 
lilac, and chestnuts. The chestnuts 
are particularly fine. 

Climbing shrubs in bloom include 
roses, Clematis and wistaria. 

The laburnum and. wistaria are 
nof seen in Eastern’ Canada. The 
laburnum trees vary in size from 
small ones of 6 or 8 feet in height 
up to good sized trees, At this sea- 
son they are covered with yellow 
flowers that hang down from the 
branches in great clusters from 6 
to 10 or more inches in length. 

The wistaria vines are trained 
over the walls of houses and have 
similar pendant branches of flow- 
ers only mauve in colour. 

Ip the woods and fields blue bells 
grown wild and in such profusion 
that a bouquet can be oe in a 
few minutes. 

Along many of the rodils the high 
hedges of hawthorne or May |= are 
covered with white flowers. 

The broom is a wild shrub which 
has yelloW blossoms. ‘The only part

They are frequently 
churchyards wherr: they impart a 
graceful ‘solemnity. Some of — the 
churchyards I hive seen in which 
they form an impressive part are 
at Stoke Poges, Beaconsfield, Char- 
lesbury, Dorchester, Bunford, Wad- 
desdon, Chalfont, St. Giles, etc. 


With such a widespread mass of - 


flower garden it is no wonder that 
there are numerous song-birds aid- 
ding to the glories of the country- 
side. 


* Their songs fill the air and there 
is one that I had never heard be- 
fore—the cuckoo. I heard ‘my first 
one in Stoke Poges churchyard, but 
sirice then have heard them in 
many places, and there is one that 
tries to wake me up each morning 
at Amersham. 

The most enjoyable way to see 
English countryside is to stay in 
some centre, such as Oxford, Ayles- 
bury, or some smaller place and 
make daily excursions into the 
countryside to interesting and his- 
toric spots. 

The buses do not travel fast and 
every little hamlet is interesting 
asd beautiful, and has some ancient 
landmark worth seeing and visiting 

In the smaller places there are 
many thatched roofs on the old 
houses and barns. They are most 
picturesque. I am told that a good 
thatched roof is about 18 inches 
thick, is perfectly water-proof, lasts 
from 15 to 20 years, and makes a 
building cool in summer and warm 
in winter. 

It is not such a difficult job to do 
as many people thifik, and a cousin 
of mine, at Shifford, has recently 
replaced a thatched roof himself. 

The only drawback to these 
thatched roofs is that they harbour 
fats and mice who find the straw 
to their liking. 

While some of the more preten- 
tious gardens are not yet back to 
their pre-war ‘elegance, they are 
really wonderful to see. 

I visited Blenheim castle at Wood 
stock, one of the largest and finest 
in England, Before the war 60 gar- 
deners were employed all the time. 
The wall around the grounds is 
twenty miles around. 

Most of these large homes gave up 
part of the buildings for war work 
and at Blenheim there are still a 
number of shacks built by the Min- 
istry of works that spoil the view 
of the castle. 

This castle which is the home of 
the Duke of Marlborough, covers 
three acres, and is. set in grounds 
which cover 2,500 acres. 

The avenues and trees are said 
.to have been sei out to represent a 
plan of the Battle of Blenheim with 
a tree for each Soldier that fell. One 
avenue stretches for two miles from 
the palace. 

There are Italian gardens, flower 
gardens, rock gardens, and others 
making a gorgeous show place, 

On another day I visited Hamp- 
ton Court Palace, The gardens here 
may not be as fine as before the 
war, but are beautiful today and 
must cover thousands of acres. 
There were immense beds of tulips, 
and many other flowers. 

Hampton Court was built in the 
reign of Henry VIII by Cardinal 
Wolsey who had a household staff 
of 500 and 280 richly furnished 
rooms were always prepared to re- 
ceive guests. 

Cardinal Wolsey turned Hampton 
Court over to Henry VIII who 


brought there as his Queens Anne 
Boleyn, Jane Seymour,

What To Do For 


SUNSTROKE 


The signs and symptoms are—the face.is very flushed; the pa ulse , quick and bounding; the breathing is diffi- 
cult; the patient develops sickness, faintness, giddiness; thirst; the skin becomes dry ms burning. A very high 
temperature, stertorous breathing and insensibility (either stupor or coma) may ensue. 


TREATMENT :— 

1. If breathing is absent perform artificial respiration. 2 

2. If breathing is present, lay patient on his back with his head turned to one side. 

3. Raise the head and shoulders. 

4. Remove the patient to a cool, shady spot, and strip him to the waist. 

5. Sponge the body with cold water continuously, and apply i ice bags to the head and 

spine until the symptoms subside. 

6. Fan him vigorously. 

7. When consciousness returns give Epsom or Glauber Salta a prpmrpcentul toa tumbler 
of water. 

8. Give drinks of cold water freely. 

9. Give no food or fluids whatever by the mouth while the patient is insensible.

whole project, whether he joins up 
in the original set-up or joins later; 
so it'is pointed out that any thought 
of waiting until the line is built. and 
then tapping on-at a lower cost is 
not correct. As a matter of fact the 
more consumefs on the proposed 
lines in the beginning will lessen 
the cost to each, At today’s prices 
this ranges from $646 to $675 de- 
pending on area taken in. 


As pointed out above the only ' 


area presently organized is the 
North Wainwright area, and with 
the signing of the necessary peti- 
tions and contracts, the ‘farmers 
and more particularly the farm 
women and children, can antici- 
pate the modern touch of hydro 
electric light and power in 1949. 

The other two areas are projected 
through the active interest of sev- 
eral residents who have-done the 
necessary detail work to arrive at 
costs etc. The general meeting will 
decide the best type of organization 
for the Wainwright area to adopt. 

With this start now underway it 
is reasonable to assume that other 
districts where the residents are 
settled closely enough to make rural 
lighting practical, such’ as Gilt 
Edge, Plaxtol, Rosedale, North Fab- 
yan, Auburndale, etc, will follow 
as material becomes available. With 
the present growing pressure by 
farm people for town conveniences 
such as rural lighting, it is possible 
that Alberta may expand its present 
electric commission to provide a 
Province-wide Hydro Electric ser- 


, Vice_as has been done in Ontario, 


Quebec, Saskatchewan and Nova 
Scotia, ;

(continued from page |) 
ations, Mr. Kelly was declared 
elected by acclamation. The Pres- 
ident then ealled upon Mr. Kelly 
to address the meeting. 

He thanked the meeting for the 
confidence placed in him and stat- 
ed that he would do his very best 
to earn that confidence. Mr.. Kelly 
declared that he would make no 


promises. He claimed they were 


cheap at election time and that in 
most cases they were forgotten after 
election. His only promise and the 
Star quotes: “I will do my very best 
at all ‘times for the people of the 
Wainwright Constituency and will 
help with anything for the good of 
the public and community.” 

The guest speaker for the after- 
noon was Mr. Nelles Buchanan of 
Edmonton, who kept up an inter- 
esting address which was very well 
received by those present.
